After showing your child Matisse cut-poper at, point out 
the ofists use of bright, bold colors, Matisse created these 
cut-paper collages when he was no longer able to stond 
or sit infront of his easel for hours at atime. He painted 
large pieces of paper in sclid colors, cut out various 
shapes, and glued them onto collages up to si feet tal 
Your child wil create collages in the sie of Matisse by 
painting a few sheets of paper with pure colors (e.g. red, 
yellow. blue. green). cutting out interesting shapes. and 
Gluing the shapes on c large sheet of paper.

Henri Matisse (1869-1954), the principal artist of o group 
known as the Fouves, used bold, unconventional colors in 
his an, Motisse’s work Icarus can be seen in JumpStort 
Astist. 


dust for Kids: 
Look at paintings by Henri Matisse. Notice how bright and 
Colorful they are. Matisse’s style is known as Fauvism, an 
Crt movement that began n the late 1800s. The Fauves 
‘applied bright, pure colors o the canvas directly from the 
paint tube. When Matisse grew older and was no longer 
‘ble fo stand for hours at atime in front of his easel, he 
bbegon to create cut-paper collages. He painted large 
pieces of paper in solid cobors, cut the paper into various 
shapes, ond glued the shopes on a large piece of paper to 
form a collage.
